A meeting of the 
Trade Acceptances appointed by 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. the American Bankers’ Associa 
tion and the National Association ot 
Credit Men, and growing out of the wat 
convention of American business men 
held in Atlantic City, September 17 to 21, 
was held in the otfices of the Irving Na- 
tional Rank, New York. The purpose of 
this joint committee is to consider the 
development of the trade acceptance as 
a device for strengthening and mobilizing 
commercial credit—to form a permanent

VISIONS OF WAR REVENUE LAW 


ARE UNDERSTOOD. 





Since the enactment of the war revenue bill, 
which became a law on October 3 by the afhxation 
of the signature of President Wilson, and which 
became effective upon its passage, a number of con- 
fusing readings have been discovered, although the 
only ‘“‘joker’’ labeled to date was the 8 per cent. 
tax on incomes in excess of $6,000. 

There is, however, an apparent division of in- 
terpretation in the section of the distilled spirits 
title (11]—War Tax on Beverages) which relates 
to the tax upon such spirits and particularly in regard 
to those held by retailers and manufacturers. This 
section 303 specifically provides as follows:— 


Section 303.—That upon all distilled spirits 
produced in or imported into the United States 
upon which the tax now imposed by law has 
been paid, and which, on the day this act is 
passed, are held by a retailer in a quantity in 
excess of 50 gallons in the aggregate, or by 
any other person, corporation, partnership or 
association in any quantity, and which are in- 
tended for sale, there shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid a tax of $1.10 (or if in- 
tended for sale for beverage purposes or for 
use in the manufacture or production of any 
article used or intended for use as a beverage, a 
tax of $2.10) on each proof gallon. 


The question has now arisen, and it is a most 
important one to manufacturers of perfumes, pro- 
prietaries, toilet goods, private formula medicines, 
etc., as to whether or not they must pay a tax of 
$1.10 a gallon on stocks of such distilled spirits 
now in their possession, which are not to. be sold as 
distilled spirits but utilized in the manufacture of 
commodities of the types specified. 

It is understood that collectors of the Internal 
Revenue Department in two of the larger cities of 
the country—not New York—have ruled tenta- 
tively that the language of the act means that no 
tax need be paid unless the spirits are sold as such. 
In other words, it is deduced that it was the inten- 
tion of the framers of this section of the revenue law 
to provide for the payment of the additional tax of 
$1.10 a gallon by wholesale druggists, distillers of 
alcohol, etc., and that the manufacturer fortunate 
enough to have laid in a large stock of alcohol (dis- 
tilled spirits) prior to the enactment of the law and 
the immediate increase in the price of ethyl alcohol 
to approximately $6 a gallon, would reap the benefit 
of his foresight and escape the payment of the addi- 
tional tax: 

It is unfortunate for the trade interests involved 
that there is still another reading which may be 
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given this section. “Intended for sale’ is broad 
enough when taken literally to include the subsequent 
form into which such distilled spirits may be con- 
verted when completed as a manufactured product 
such as perfumery or medicine. ; 

In an endeavor to procure a ruling upon this mat- 
ter, the Washington representative of the Reporter 
sought to obtain from official sources at Washington 
some clue as to what the position of the Internal 
Revenue Department might be, but nothing definite 
could be learned except this:— 

The question as to whether or not such spirits now 
in stock for the use of manufacturers shall be taxed 
will be determined only when it is called in question 
officially, thus forcing an official and definite ruling 
by the, authorities. 

With the number of large manufacturers directly 
interested in such interpretation and with hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in taxation depending upon 
the position taken by the government, it should not 
be long before this important query is answered 
definitely.

OIL FIELD ACTIVITY AND SEPTEM- 
BER PRODUCTION—HOW THE PE- 
TROLEUM MEN ARE CO-OPERATING 
WITH THE GOVERNMENT. 





Chairman A. C. Bedford, of the Petroleum Sub- 
committee of the Council of National Defense, has 
been speaking to oil men of the East and West, 
before the Business Men’s War Conference at At- 
lantic City and before the Western Rofiners at 
Kansas City, and the burden of his addresses may 
be summed up in one brief sentence :— 

If petroleum production is fairly well main- 
tained there will be no famine—but it behooves 
the industry to make every effort to increase 
production to its highest terms. 


The necessity for this heart-to-heart appeal to 
the petroleum producers of this country is not so 
much because they have relaxed their efforts to pro- 
duce the greatest possible amount of crude oil. The 
demands of the war with domestic consumption and 
export quantities at a height never before attained, 
and with the consequent high prices for crude of 
every grade carrying gasoline in any appreciable 
amount, have been sufficient to awaken the petroleum 
producer to his opportunities and his responsibilities. 
In requires no word from any Federal official or 
from any executive or expert from any petroleum 
organization—large or small—to add weight to the 
realization of the pressing need for crude petroleum 
and its products. 

It does, however, require a combination of un- 
usual courage and capital to increase the amount of 
new work done in the fields. Never in the history 
of the country has there been such a scarcity of cas- 
ing and well material; drillers are almost as hard 
to get in some fields as casing; while in still other 
oil sections Mother Nature, as if to protest the use 
to which the gasoline and fuel oil for army and navy 
is to be put, has failed to provide sufficient water to 
operate the drilling outfits at top speed. 

It has been a peculiarly hard year for the field 
operator despite the high prices paid for the crude 
oil. And yet, despite the scarcity of so many essen- 
tials, the amount of new work done during Septem- 
ber is most encouraging, even though the total new 
production has not kept pace with the ‘new work. 
September new work is well ahead of that for 
August with one less working day last month. 
Nearly two hundred more wells were completed 
than in August, with an initial production of approxi- 
mately 145,000 barrels, a decrease of more than 
9,300 barrels from the August total. On the face 
of these figures there is not much encouragement, and 
yet when the losses are analyzed it will be found 
that the Gulf Coast fields alone decreased more than 
20,000 barrels, thus leaving a gain of 10,000 bar- 
rels of new production in the lighter grade gasoline- 
bearing crude which is so important. 

The largest gains in new work reported were in 
the mid-continent field, with Oklahoma’s 211 more 
wells than in August. The fact that there were 
83 more dry holes than in August, with a total of 
486 for the month of September, indicates the extent 
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of the wildcatting and the general effort to find oil, 
even if materials are high and drillers are scarce. 
Thus it is that the September report offers en- 
couragement. ‘The petroleum producers are increas- 
ingly active, and in some fields the results are most 
encouraging. Yet the returns reiterate the fact now 
generally admitted that the high-grade fields of 
Pennsylvania can never come back, and that the 
Bradford, the Oil City and the Titusville of the 
petroleum future will be in sections never traversed 
by Colonel Drake, and unexploited by the pioneers 
whose ranks have been so depleted during the past 


half decade. 


INDEPENDENT OIL MEN’S ASSOCIA- 
TION CONVENTION FOUR FULL 
DAYS OF PATRIOTISM AND PE- 
TROLEUM. 








Elsewhere in this issue appears a report of the 
first two days’ sessions of the Independent Oil Men’s 
Association at Chicago, which opened on Tuesday 
last and did not reach adjournment until late on 
Friday. Owing to the fact that Columbus Day, a 
legal holiday in New York, fell on Friday it was 
necessary to print certain sections of this week’s issue 
of the Reporter a day in advance because of the 
closing down of composing and press rooms, and 
this has necessitated the postponement until our next 
issue of the conclusion of the convention report. 

It was an extremely important convention not 
alone because of action taken but because of the 
subjects considered at its numerous sessions. The 
underlying spirit manifested by these petroleum ex- 
perts was that co-operation, which has been so 
prominent in all the sessions of the other great asso- 
ciations in the Reporter industries, with the principal 
topic the general one of the “Petroleum Industry 
and the War,” the development of the industry to 
meet war-time demands, and the solution of the prob- 
lems of production and distribution which have 
arisen since the mobilization of Europe in August, 


1914. 


One phase of contemplated co-operation, empha- 
sized by Secretary E. E. Grant, who we are sorry 
to note has retired from his connection with the 
association to enter business, is the necessity for 
more co-relation and more co-operation between the 
different oil associations to cut off inefficiency and 
overlapping of interests and of action. Citing the 
fact that double the work and money necessary had 
been expended in fighting the proposed railroad 
freight increases, simply because instead of working 
together some of the national associations had been 
working at cross purposes, Secretary Grant sug- 
gested that a steering committee be made up from 
members of all petroleum organizations to control 
their activities and to centralize their efforts in a man- 
ner to achieve the most effective results. 

The proposition of placing a permanent repre- 
sentative of the petroleum men at the capital—just 
as the drug industry and other national industries 
keep a bureau there; the possibilities inherent in 
common selling and purchasing agencies; govern- 
ment regulation and possible price-fixing for gasoline 
and fuel oil—these were some of the more important 
topics considered and acted upon.

NATIONAL PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH 
ASSOCIATION PLEDGES ITSELF TO 
COMPLETE CO-OPERATION WITH 
THE GOVERNMENT. 





Undivided and whole-hearted support of the 
Government of the United States, a pledge of per- 
sonal and collective fealty to the war administration, 
with a full and complete realization of the sacrifices 
that may be required—such was the spirit and the 
action of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation at its recent convention at Chicago. Amid 
cheers a set of resolutions embodying this pledge to 
the government was adopted, and the resolutions 
were telegraphed forthwith to President Wilson. 


The keynote of the convention was co-operation, 
first with the government and subsequently in th: 
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trade for the promotion of greater efficiency and 
more complete harmony of interest. And the co- 
operation proposed was definite and not mere verbal 
felicity, as was indicated by the reception of the ad- 
dress of Ernest T. Trigg and of the latter’s plea for 
the ‘Use More Paint’’ campaign, which he charac- 
terized as born in the spirit of ‘‘one for all and ail 
for one,” aimed solely to put the industry on a 
higher, better, sounder basis by the creation of an 
all-the-year instead of a seasonal demand for paints 
and varnishes. When it is taken into consideration 
that the pledges to the work of this propaganda and 
educational campaign aggregate the sum _ ol 
$100,000 a year for a period of five years, the 
extent and the character of the co-operation will be 
realized.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis. Minn., Oct. 10, 1917. 


The flaxseed market felt the effect of 
other than domestic news during the 
week, and prices dropped quite decidedly, 
though the government report being more 
bearish than anticipated was partly re- 
sponsible for the 1l5c. loss in the futures 
that came within. a seven-day period. 
While those well acquainted with condi- 
tions in the Northwest regard the gov- 
ernment crop estimating bureau's fig- 
ures as unduly optimistic, the fact that 
the estimate was so high could not very 
well be ignored by the trade. As a rule 
the producers exaggerate other than 
bearishly, so there must be good grounds 
for the estimate given out by the oureau. 
A yield of 11,300,000 bushels would be 
greatly appreciated by the flax crushers, 
but none of them believe that any such 
total was produced by the farmers this 
year. Even were that amount produced 
the oil content of the crop will be decid- 
edly smaller than it was a year ago, a 
matter that adds to the bullishness of 
the domestic situation. 

However, the news from Argentina was 
bearish and caused a break in the futures, 
prices dropping below the recently re- 
scinded maximum level that bothered 
traders earlier in the year. Heavy ship- 
ments of old crop seed from Argentina 
in the past few weeks resulted in the liqui- 
dation of some holdings and also in the 
hedging of supplies held by shippers. 
Most of the shippers had an idea that 
prices would move in one direction only, 
and it was not until the market had 
eased off considerably that they woke up 
to the fact that while the domestic situ- 
ation was bullish there was other news 
that had to be given consideration. In 
consequence there was a rush to hedge 
holdings in elevators or in transit to mar- 
ket, and the added pressure put the mar- 
ket down further. Some of the ship- 
pers suffered a severe loss in the handling 
of flax because of this down trend in 
futures. and the 1eduction of premiums 
compared with them. 

Enough of the crop has been marketed 
to give the crushers a good line on what 
to expect in the way of quality this year. 
Most tests show a low oil yield, even from 
seed raised in the best flax producing ter- 
ritory. North Dakota seed shows about 
2 per cent. less in tests, and although 
there has been a slight improvement 
compared with tests of the first samples 
received, the crushers do not expect any 
improvement over recent tests. 

The farmers loosened up on quite a 
lot of flaxseed in the past week or so, 
but receipts are not nearly as liberal as 
they were a year ago. Minneapolis and 
Duluth received about 270,000 bushels of 
seed during the week ending today, com- 
pared with a total of 382,000 bushels re- 
ceived during the corresponding week of 
a year ago. So far the North Dakota 
movement has not assumed normal pro- 
portions and the movement of Montana 
seed has been exceedingly light. The bulk 
of the movement continues to come from 
Southern Minnesota and South Dakota. 
A few cars of Kansas seed came in this 
last week, but most of them were ap- 
pliel on sales made to arrive and re- 
Shipped io the Duluth market. Local 
crushers had some of it bought to ar- 
rive and took the applications made and 
sent the cars to their local mills. 

Reporcs concerning the quality of Min- 
nesota seed vary as to oil percentage, but 
all reports agree that the presence of 
watergrass seed is more noticeable this 
year than ever before. As a general av- 
erage the seed raised in Minnesota will 
not show amy better, if as good, as the 
crop of a year ago. 

Trade in seed to arrive slackened as the 
market declined. Average daily amounts 
reported for the past few days totaled 
about 50 per cent, of the amounts traded 
in a week or so ago. Most of the seed is 
sold for regular delivery and the sell- 
ers seem to have the seed ready for 
shipment. At present the country ele- 
vator companies are mjore inclined to 
dispose of seed to arrive as promptly as 
possible where they do not purchase 
enough to hedge in the futures. Line ele- 
vator companies keep even or beiter than 
even with the market because of the very 
soft undertone. 

The demand for spot offerings was 
spasmodic. Inasmuch as 40 per cent. of 
the arrivals were placed on to arrive con- 
tracts, the pressure of spot offerings is 
not very keen, and the crushers manage 
to absorb them without delay. For an 
occasional car of choice North Dakota 
seéd a premium of a cent or two is paid, 
according to quality, but the average run 


sells at about 2c. over Duluth October 
price. To arrive seed fluctuates from 
spot price to le. discount, according to 
the mood of the crushing trade. Prices

Shipments of 
Western seed duwn the lakes is consider- 
ably heavier than it was a year ago, and 
stocks in Duluth elevators show some de- 
crease for the week. If the movement 
from the interior does not speed up short- 
ly, the lake movement this year will be 
smaller than it usually is, and the faria 
reserves will probably benefit local oper- 
ations during the season, unless some ob- 
struction to the movement of Argentina 
seed develops, and Kastern crushers 
show a desire to accumulate reserves for 
shipment at the opening of navigation. 





Western Seed and Oil 


OIL PAINT AND 








As yet the ground in the Northwest is 
free of frost and the farmers are getting 
in all of tue licks they can in the way of 
fall plowing. As there is considerubie 
dissatisiaction regarding the price ot 
wheat, there may be a radical increase in 
the acreage sown to flax in North Da- 
kota next spring. it Argentina raises a 
big crop of seed, as seems very likely at 
this writing, anu dumps on our markets 
tor lack oft other outlet, prices may go 
low enough to discourage Max production 
next year, with a consequent indifferent 
acreage SoWi. 

LINSEED OIL. 

The demand for oil picked up a little 
at the decline, but there was no pro- 
nounced trade Spot oil was not pur- 
chased very treely, but a drop of ja cents 
“a bushel in ftaxseed was incentive 
enough to bring some of the buyers into 
the market for future supplies. Shipping 
directions were tair only, some or the 
buyers having use for only part of the 
amounts they had contracts tor. How- 
ever, the car situation was not very 
luvorable and even if the buyers were 
prompt with their directions they prob- 
ably would not have been quickly sup- 
pled with the oil. Tank cars are scarce 
and box cars for shipment of barrel lows 
are increasingly hard to get. Flour ship- 
ments have been heavy recently and the 
railroads are giving their attention 
largely to the delivery of much needed 
flour supplies to Kastern terminals and 
the seavoard. ‘The car situation is not 
viewed with undue optimism by the 
crushers and there may be considerable 
delay experienced in making oil deliveries 
a little later in the season, 

_ the amount ot oil contracted for dur- 
ing July and August of this year was 
extremely small as compared with for- 
mer years. The usual forward contract- 
ing is done during August, and when that 
moiuth rolled around this year prices were 
near the apex of the up-movement, caus- 
ing a general holding back of buyers. 
Some ot these buyers tailed to use neariy 
as much oil as they expected and the 
supplies they contracted tor early in the 
year served to tide them over the high 
markets. Even today the big buyers 
are inclined to revise their views of needs 
of the coming year and estimates of as 
much as 30 per cent. decline in wants 
have been made. The general business 
situation favors restriction in making 
lurWard contracts, and although the mar- 
ket has declined very sharpiy, the buy- 
ers are not taking more than a small 
percentage of the amounts they usually 
contract for in the fall of the year. Buy- 
ers of wares that create the demand for 
linseed oii are sharply conservative in 
their operations this year and no change 
from this position is expected until peace 
prospects are brighter than they are at 
present, While the demand from muni- 
lions manufacturers increased, yet there 
was nownere near enough increase in this 
trade to offset. the shrinkage in the de- 
mand coming from normal trade chan- 
nels, 

Prices are quoted at $1.05@1.07, with an 
average near the low of the range. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

_ There was a sudden and inexplicable 
improvement in the demand for spot 
meai during the past week, with a resut 
that the market displayed a firmer under- 
tone for a time, but a break in corn 
prices, with millfeed quotations following, 
had a tendency to cause a reaction in the 
meal market. So far the demand for 
meal to be shipped promptly has been 
Sufficient to take care of the limited out- 
put of local mills, but present indications 
are that the crushers will have to make 
concessions commensurate with the losses 
in millfeed and corn to keep their prod- 
uct moving. There is no accumulation to 
report and until present contracis are 
liquidated there will be none, barring the 
lack of cars to make shipment. Some 
crushers have enough contracts made to 
make them feel independent, but most of 
them are beginning to reduce quotations 
to meet the competition of other feeds. 
Prices range from $54 to $55 today, 

Owing to the lack of outlet for oil cake 
the unusual competition of meal from 
astern mills is beginning to be felt in 
the West. This is resulting in some for- 
ward contracts for November, December 
and January being written at sharp con- 
cessions, some sales as low as $50 being 
reported. Being out of the ordinary the 
Situation is hard to judge accurately in- 
sofar as the trend of values is concerned. 
Some feel that a drastic decline is in 
prospect, while others are of the opinion 
that the usual fall in values is all that is 
to be expected with present prices high 
enough to assure good prices for the fu- 
ture. There is the possibility, of course, 
that export trade in cake will be resumed 
sometime in the near future, with the 
result that pressure from Eastern mills 
will be removed, but this optimistic view 
is not general, and what the future brings 
in the way of prices will depend on a 
very complex situation in which the 
prices of millfeed and field forage will en- 
ter to a considerable extent. Failure to 
make way for liberal exports of corn and 
oats naturally will depress prices, and 
much depends on the ocean freight situ- 
ation. It is beyond human ken to ac- 
curately forecast developments, 

Shipping directions on old contracts are 
very prompt. and the buyers of fresh lots 
want immediate delivery, but the car 
situation is getting worse from day to 
day, and the out movement from this 
market will depend to a large extent on 
the railroad cauipment furnished the 
crushers. Shipments during the week 
ending today were somewhat smaller than 
they were a year ago. There will be 
some increase in the output this week.

Crushers some time ago, as was Tre- 
corded in this correspondence at the time, 
predicted $3 tax, while others pooh- 
poohed the idea; but it certainly looks 
now as though even that low figure will 
be bettered, for flax is surely on its way. 
There has been a gradual sag all of the 
past week, and today came a break ot 
7 cents, following a drop in Winnipeg. 

Up there, it is said, the market was in- 
fluenced by the better prospects for a 
large crop. It was hinted a week ago 
that the crop of the Canadian West 
would exceed the expectations of earlier 
in the year; but now the prospects seem 
to be closer to the fact, for the traders 
in Winnipeg are bearish and today 
threw their holdings on the market. 

In Duluth holders of the seed on specu- 
lative grounds sought to unload in large 
measure, and the crushers would have 
nothing to do with it. They sat back and 
let her sag. They would not come in on 
the breaks as is their wont, but watched 
the breaks imperturbably. 

Receipts are increasing, which was an- 
other factor in the demoralization of the 
market, and it is expected that within 
a week a steady tide of the seed will be 
tlowing this way. Altogether the condi- 
tions seem to point to a figure less than 
$3 a bushel very soon.

BUENOS AIRES FLAXSEED 
MARKET. 


Excellent weather conditions continued 
to favor linseed and the crop is progress- 
ing rapidly. All indications point to a 
much earlier harvest than usual. The 
markets for new seed have been declining 
during the past week. Holders are more 
anxious to sell, as they fear that the 
future supply of tonnage will prove in- 
adequate to take care of the prospective 
large yield. Storage facilities are also 
light and mostly filled up with stocks of 
old seed, which have net been contracted 
for shipment. Freights are scarce and 
exporters are depending mainly upon 
sailing vessels. With the unsettled freight 
situation exporters are not inclined to 
make important contracts for distant 
shipment, and are holding off until con- 
ditions have adjusted themselves, The 
strike situation continues as a disturb- 
ing element to trade. Although govern- 
ment assistance in loading is facilitating 
shipments. Further declines are looked 
for in all seed positions, and the only 
hope of preventing such action is a quick 
settlement of the freight situation, a fac- 
tor which is almost impossible at this 
time.

The convention was opened with the 
address of F. E. Van Tilburg, of the he, an 
Tilburg Oil Company, Minneapolis, Minn., 
president of the association.

“Tlowever, patience and loyalty to the 
government is now of far greater im- 
portance than the mere matter of profit. 
One of the most important questions that 
seems to be troubling the government 
just now is whether there will be ample 
supplies of oil and gasoline to enable 
the country and our allies to prosecute 
the war to a successful conclusion. I be- 
lieve, in spite of the numerous newspaper 
and magazine articles to the contrary, 
that we will ‘have sufficient supplies of 
oil] and gasoline for our army, our navy 
and for every other war and pre-war 
purpose, ; 

“T don’t mean to say that the time will 
not come when we will be unable to meet 
the dcmands made by the petroleum in- 
dustry; in fact, I am of the opinion that 
eventually that time will come. Now is 
the time to prepare for such a situation. 

“We hear of organizations to conserve 
food supvlies and organizations to con- 
serve raw materials in this industry and 
in that industry. Why should there not 
be an organization uevoted to the con- 
servation of the petroleum deposits of 
this country? I believe that our organi- 
zation should take up this work.

After all 
the main business of the jobber in any 
line is the purchase and selling of mer- 
chandise, and the success with which he 
accomplishes either of these functions 
measures the results obtained and this 
is a sound business principle applicable 
to all trade rather than a problem of the 
oil jobber alone, 


Elements in Buying. 

An accomplished buyer is not neces- 
sarily one who always purchases at the 
bottom of the market. There are many 
elements entering into successful buying 
and not the least of these is the general 
question of business relations with the 
people from whom we buy. It is a com- 
paratively easy matter to pick out mer- 
chandise based on price, quality, prompt- 
ness of delivery, and so on, but it is 
another matter to establish such relations 
with people who have goods to sell, that 
the two factors in the trade will act 
mutually rather than oppose each other 
and the jobber can do much to advance 
such relations by acting in a spirit of 
fairness, meeting his obligations vroperly 
and avoiding a petty attitude over trifies 
which, like a mosquito bite, are mighty 
unpleasant, although not serious. I have 
heard complaints from many refiners that 
certain jobbers appear to make a practice 
of filling claims which have’ been proved 
to be without foundation. I can not think 
of any misuse of such principles which 
tends to stir up strife more than little 
things of this kind. 

Tt is certainly not mv purpose to argue 
that the righteousness shall all be on one 
side, but it is certainly in our power to 
make our side right, and I am very sure 
that it is the general policy of the people 


from whom we buy to play the game 
squarely. There is no greater business 
force than co-operation. Coupled with 


intelligent business methods, it is ir- 
resistible Business success is naturally 
somewhat dependent on intelligence, al- 


though it seems at times as if the mental 


factor enters very little into the situ- 
ation or had been entirely eliminated 
The jobber is inclined to get to a 


point where he thinks the troubles of the 
world are resting on his shoulders. He 
becomes as pessimistic as a man with 
the gout. He spends valuable time think- 
ing about and telling about his troubles, 


and he looks around him, always trying 
to find someone who is better off than 
he, but the fact is that probably in no 
commercial pursuit today is there any 
business which has shown more satis- 
factory results based on the investment 
and period of operation than has the 


oil jobbing business, notwithstanding that 
twenty years ago our friends all said the 
independent marketers would be swal- 
lowed up in the maw of the great 
octopus. 


No Room for Pessimist. 


If you will con:pare the progress made 
by the oil jobbers with that made by the 
dealers in ccal. groceries, hardware, 
building materiais and the other staples 
which are bought and sold on a marginal 
profit, we can not help but recognize that 
we have not been dealt with so harshly 
as the pessimist would have you believe. 
There are always successes and failures 
in any line of business, and fortunately 
the percentage of successes in our parti- 
cular line far outnumber the failures. 

The second subject of selling has been 
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elaborated upon in our trade papers, in 
addresses before our conventions, and on 
might almost say, in the pulpit, to a point 
where aimost any suggestion would b« 
merely reiteration, but there are cardinal 
principles controlling this factor based 
on square dealing and, if you please, co- 
operation with our customers which must 
be observed if we shall proceed. Aside 
from these, I believe that thorough know!l- 
edge of our costs, operating expenses, 
fixed charges, etc., is, next to an efficient 
selling organization, most important, and 
perhaps it should take first place in the 
whole selling game, because if we do nor 
know these facts we have no basis on 
which to sell our goods. I am a firm Le- 
liever in meeting competition, although 
higher prices than quoted by competitors 
have been urged at diferent ti:ues ove! 
a period of years. It seems to me that 
it is unreasonable to expect to penalize 
our particular customers by charging 
them prices higher than competitors for 
the same grade of goods. Although facts 
occasionally seem to dispute my _ theory, 
I believe in the long run that a business 
built on such a principle will reach the 
greater measure of success. 


Selling Service. 


Perhaps the greatest commodity we 
have to offer in our selling game is serv- 
vice. This factor is so important that a 
great organization, of which I have the 
honor of being a member—that is, the 
Rotary Clubs—has adopted the word 
“Service’ as a slogan. Everything else 
being equal, superior service would se- 
cure for you or me all of the business 
there is, and he who neglects to give 
service with his merchandise would be 
a good deal like the up-to-date restau- 
rant which neglects to give music with 
iis meals. It will have no business. He 
will have no business. 

No matter how much merchandise we 
sell, it avails us nothing if we are neg- 
lectful in collecting payment for the 
gocds and collecting it with reasonable 
promptness. This is a matter of educa- 
tion, not only with the seller, but with 
the buyers, but the average buyer 's sus- 
ceptible to this education if his training 
is accomplished systematicaily and with- 
cut the use of the rod. As our war con- 
ditions become more acute, necessity will 


press us forward in this direction to an 
extent undreamed of before. 
Must Get Together. 
I have suggested, you will note, very 
briefly some of the things which seem 
to me important. I have not, however, 


tcuched the details of any man’s business, 
and I do not propose to do so, because 
individual initiative steps is to build up 


the different cardinal factors. I might 
say in conclusion, however, that we all 
revolve in our own circuits, seme of_us 


pulling one way and some another. We 
all have grown to learn what association 
work means in enlarging our outlook, 
broadening our ideas and posting vus_as 
to the best things in the business. We 
have seen this association grow from the 
small nucleus of men who understand 
things and do things to a splendid body 
of men leading the independent game. 
We come together once a year, meeting 
our associates, the people from whom we 
buy and the men who are marching with 
us in the procession. We learn to realize 
what a tremendous showing we make in 
the business world. We pick up new 
ideas, we see what others are accom- 
plishing and learn what we ourselves may 
do, and we leave these convention rooms 
with a better acquaintance with our co- 
workers and a greater understanding of 
what we ourselves are trying to accom- 
plish. . 

I wish to join with our president in 
bidding you welcome to this annual con- 
vention, and I know that we all will leave 
here feeling amply repaid for the time 
we spend with our friends and business 
associates.

Henry L. Doherty. 


The first speaker of the afternoon was 
Henry lL. Doherty, manager of the New 
York banking firm of Henry L. Doherty 
& Co., whose subiect was ‘‘The Develop- 
ment of the Oil Industry.’”” The high 
lights of his address follow:— 

‘‘As a banker, the oil business is inter- 
esting to me from an angle which I 
think you men in the business itself often 
overlook,’’ Mr. Doherty began. “I want 
to see the time come when the oil busi- 


ness will no longer be looked on as A 
risky business. ‘The first obligation of 
every man in the oil industry, whether 


he be refiner or jobber, is to stabilize the 
business. The greatest weakness of the 
oil industry is its instability, its too 
frequent and too violent changes in price 


That perhaps is due to the fact that 
there is never more than a six months 


supply of oil above ground at any time. 
The market seems always to be threat~ 
ened either with a flood or a dearth of 
the product. 

“T have been in many lines of business 
and there is none that I like better than 
the oil industry. It is worth stabilizing 
I can remember the time when the steel 
industry was one of wild fluctuations. 
You all know how that industry has be- 
come stabilized since the formation of the 
United States Steel Corporation. The 
formation of that corporation was not es- 
sential for the stabilization of the steel 
industry but the idea behind it was, The 
stabilization of the steei industry meant 
the ostracizing of the nuisance of that 
industry. So the oi] men ought to ostra- 
cize the man who wants to cash in on his 
nuisance value 


Must Co-operate 365 Days a Year.

He went into tne food and fuel 
control bill in great vetail and explained 
that he did so to show the staite of the 
congressional mind that decided that as 
a result of the war the law of supply 
and demand was no longer applicable to 
focd and fuel, and then proceeded to add 
oil to that category. But it was through 
Sheen ana than malice that Con- 
sress made this ‘mista ~ - Tele 
said. He continued:— - — 

“It is more our fault than the govern- 
ment's tnat Congress classed oil with 
the industries in which the law of supply 
and demand was broken down by the 
war. This 2ongressional classitication ot 
our industry could arise only from mis- 
information concerning the independent 
oil business Unlike the railroads, we 
have not carried on an educational cam- 
paign. We permitted the old fogey notion 
to exist that the Standard Oil Company 
1S Synonymous with ‘the oil industry.” 

He then described in detail the pro- 
visions of section 5 of tne food and fuel 
licensing measure, the possibilities in 


store from the granting of an absolute 
licensing power to the President, and 
with a dramatic burst of oratory de- 


elared that he hoped the same principles 
which actuated Congress and the Presi- 


dent in obtaining passage of this bill

Banquet Session. 


Wednesday Night. 


A brilliant crown to the cycle of enter- 
tainment was the banquet of the ninth 
annual convention of the Independent 
Oil Men’s Association, held in the main 


floor lobby of the La Salle Hotel on 
Wednesday night. It was originally 
planned to hold the banquet in the 


Louis XVI room, which accommodates 450 
persons, but the reservations above that 
figure poured in in such great numbers 
that larger quarters had to be found. 
The hotel management broke a rule of 
long standing by clearing the lobby and 
converting it into a beautiful banquet hall 
for the evening. Even then more room 
was needed, and so the mezzanine floor 
overlooking the lobby was brougkt into 
use, and several score of tables seating 
tem persons each were put there. 

Close to 1,000 persons were the asso- 
ciation’s guests at the banquet, fully 300 
of them being women. Each table bore 
a bouquet of roses and the walls were 
hidden by American flags, the flags of 
our allies, and flowers. At the north end 
of the lobby a platform was erected for 
the professional entertainers whose work 
might be termed “cabaret de luxe.’ At 
the west end was the speakers’ table, at 
which sat retiring President Van ‘Til- 
burg, incoming President Byrne, former 
United States Senator Charles A. Towne, 
of Minnesota; Secretary Grant, and C. E. 
Mather, a new member of the Board of 
Directors, who was chosen to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of his 
brother. 


Feasting and Festivity. 


It was three hours of feasting and fes- 
tivity. If such a thing were possible, it 
might ba said that life was added to the 
affair by a surprise novelty in the form 
of a pretty little miss (she surely must 
have been sweet sixteen) dressed in an 
American flag trimmed with the Belgian 
colors, who started to sell flowers for the 
benefit of the fatherless children of Bel- 
gium. She had not gone far, however, 
before her stock of flowers was exhausted 
and she was besieged with more senti- 
mental patrons who sought to buy kisses. 

Here the banqueters saw a unique ex- 
hibition of bravery. This fairy of the 
Belgian children was no professional kiss- 
dispenser, but a demure and modest lit- 
tle girl. At the first proffer of green- 
backs for the little Belgians in exchange 
for a kiss, she hesitated, but with the 
picture of starving orphans before her 
she put forward a pair of ruby lips to 
those of a grav-haired independent oil 
man.

“When all the delicious things had dis- 
appeared from the tables the assemblage 
arose and sang the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.”’ 

Secretary Grant then read three tele- 
grams from Governor Lowden, of Mli- 
nois: George White, member_ of the 
House of Representatives from Ohio, and 
Dr. David T. Day, consulting chemist, 
Rureau of Mines, all of whom were un-

The busiest and most important con- 
vention of the National Paint, Oil and 


Varnish Association was brought to a 
triumphant conclusion in Chicago on 
Wednesday last. The attention given the 
sessions and the importance placed upon 
the business transacted is indicated by 


the fact that the sessions were virtually 
continuous and that luncheons’ were 
served in the convention hall at the Con- 


gress Hotel. 

The convention was opened formally on 
Monday evening, October 8, at 8.15 o'clock, 
by President Howard tlting, and follow- 
ing an invocation President M. Arthur 
Richardson, of the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club of Chicago, welcomed the visitors. 
He was followed by President John W. 
O’Leary, of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, who made a ringing address 
replete with patriotic utterances and 
urging efficiency, co-operation and con- 
servation ‘of effort upon the association 
and upon each individual member as the 
best contribution to be made toward the 
winning of the war. 


President Elting.

War Oil Demands May Re-establish 
Sunflower Growing for Oil 
Content. 


Washington, Oct. 12, 1917. 
Efforts are being made to interest the 
Sastern oil manufacturers in the pro- 
duction of a valuable oil from sunflower 
seed, which has proved adaptable as a 
substitute for linseed oil. 
It was the office of oil and drug plant 


investigations of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, under Dr. W. W. Stockberger, 
that induced a number of farmers in 
South Carolina to make experimertal 
growings of sunflower seed as an ex- 
periment, and from these crops by a 
special process tne oil was crushed from 
the seed and submitted to a number of 
paint manufacturers, most of whom were 


greatly interested in the experiment. 
Practically all of those who tried out 
the sunflower seed oil as a substitute for 
linseed oil have found that it gave sat 
isfactory results. 

Years ago the commercial growing of 
sunflowers for the oil was carried on 
on an extensive scale in Illinois, Ohio 
and other States. It is considered very 
probable that war demands which have 
put fats and oils on the conservation 
shelf will re-establish the sunflower in- 
dustry in the United States.

Cellulose Turpentine Obtained by 
Wood Treatment by Sulphate 
Process. 

suring the treatment of wood for cel- 
lulose by the sulphate process, there is 
obtained a considerable amount of a tur- 
pentine-like oil mixed with various im- 
purities containing sulphur and having 
very objectionable odors. The amount 


of turpentine so obtained reaches as much 
as 22 pounds per ton of wood treated 
where pines are used The oil has re- 
cently been exhaustively examined, the 
sulphur compounds being first removed 


by means of mercuric chloride dissolved 
in aleohol. The principal portion of the 
oil consists of alpha-pinene, which is 
well known to be the main constituent 
of ordinary turpentine oil. It is therefore 
clear that this terpene is very stable or 
it could not stand the drastic treatment 
ec; the sulphate process. When the sul- 
phite process is used the pine is almost 
completely broken down to para-cymene, 
scta-ninene is also present _in the oil, 


and probably dipentene.

New Companies at Work. 

The Naphtha Company, Galicia’s well 
Pontresina I at Boryslaw, showed strong 
traces of oil and gases at a depth of 
960 meters. The continued boring work 
on this weil is looked forward to with 
great interest. The newly formed Bitu- 
men ‘Petroleum Company has lately ac- 
quired extended oil lands at Mraznica, 
and is about to start its first well. The 
Vulkan Company, of Vienna has ac- 
quired the Klimk wwka oil field in west- 
ern Galicia, which is said to be very 
promising. This fielu has got ten rather 
shallow wells, producing about 300 tons 
of crude oil per month, Two -other wells 
are being drilled, and they expect to 
start drilling work on a larger scale as 
soon as the necessary materials will be 
easier to be got. It was further reported 
that the Vulkan Company has acquired 
the Laszez (Champagne) tie-u, in the best 
region of Tustanowice. This field has an 
area of not less than ten hectares, and 
possesses already a_ well 1,280 meters 
deep, which is quite near the oil horizon, 
and another well about 850 meters deep.

Crude Oil as Horse Medicine. 

The Austrian military authorities have 
lately been using crude oil successfully 
in treating epidemical diseases in horse 
hospitals, so that the requirements of 
crude oil for veterinary purposes have 
become rather important. 

A meeting of the crude oil producers 
with representatives of the Ministry of 
Public Works, of the Min stry of Com- 
merce, and of the War Department, was 
held in Vienna on July 25, 1917, having

derstanding has been arrived at. ‘Three 
different grand prices were fixed for 
three groups of furnishments, a price of 
25 kronen per 100 kilos, was fixed for 
supplies to the two State refineries, i. e., 
the refinery of Drohobycz and the Lim- 
anowa refinery, which is being run by 
the military administration. For private 
refineries a price of 38 kronen per 10 
kilos was fixed. The repartition of the 
production of each field is to be effected 
in such a way that 30 per cent of same 
has to be delivered for the State and 
army departments, i. e., for Drohobycz 
and Limanowa, while 70 per cent to be 


given free for all the other refineries. 
The production of the fields belonging 
to enemy owners, forming a total quan- 


tity of about 8,000 tons per month, shall 
be delivered entirely to the State refin- 
eries at Drohobycz and Limanowa, For 
this oil a special price will be fixed. How- 
ever, in case the production of the enemy 
owners’ fields should be less than 8,900 
tons per month, a quantity of 40 per cent 
instead of 30 per cent will be seized of 
the production of such fields as will yield 
more than 600 tons per month. In this 
case the price will be 32.80 kronen 
per 100 kilos. Generally speaking, this 
solution means an increase of the crude 
oil price for the State refinery at Dro- 
hobyez to the Ministry of Public Works, 
as this refinery has hitherto paid only 
14 kronen per 100 kilos. For the Lim- 
anowa refinery there is also an increase 
of price as compared with 14 to 23 kro- 
nen per 100 kilos paid dui.ng the first 
year, but, as the Ministry of Public 
Works has lately prescribed a price of 
40 kronen per 100 kilos for the quan- 
tities of crude oil to be furnished to the 
Limanowa refinery there results a good 
saving for the latter refinery in compari- 
son with the market price of the private 
refineries. Moreover, the Limanowa re- 
finery has renounced the _ supplies of 
crude oil irom such fields with whom 
there had been no agreement closed with 
the War Department on basis of a price 
of 23 kronen per 100 kilos.

NAVAL STORES INDUSTRY TO SEEK AID 
FROM DECEMBER SESSION OF CONGRESS 


Washington, Oct. 6, 1917. 


Because the naval stores industry has 
been seriously hurt by the war; because 
turpentine is being extensively adulter- 











ated and rosin is in a large percentuge 
misgraded—leaders in the trade are to 
make a campaign in Congress for the 
government to take action to save the 
industry from destruction, 

Preliminary steps have been taken by 
leaders among the producers, marketing 
associations and the comrni es which 
are the centers for handling the naval 
stores, as has been previously told in the 
Reporter. Conferences have been heid 
here in Washington with government of- 
ticials and with members ot Congress. 

Realizing that new legislation to pre- 
vent adulteration and misbranding 1s 
necessary, and that the Bureau of Chem- 
istry must have increased appropriation 
to carry on the work for the government, 
the leaders in the industry have gone 
home determined to have the constituents 
in the belt of Southern States where 
naval stores are produced make their 
Congressmen awdre of the dangers that 
threaten the industry and to demana 
Federal action. 

Because naval stores are produced ex- 
clusively in the Southem States, but used 
almost exclusively in the North, the 
trade jnterests believe that through cou- 
certed action by producers and colsum- 
ers they can arouse Congress to iake the 
necessary action. 

The small appropriations that have been 
made annuaily for the last few years for 
Federal work toward more efficient still- 
ing in the naval stores industry, working 
up to purer product and careful grading, 
has been spent mostly in educationai 
work. It hi been insufficient to carry 
cn any new Moves for improvement of 


the industry, 
Abuses have C1 


ept into the industry, 


and the cutting off of the foreign trade 
by the war, resulting in low prices in 
proportion to the cost of production, has 
pretty well discouraged the producers. On 
account ot this the crop this season will 
be much smaller than it might be, and as 
icsin is coming to be an important in- 
eredient in the manufacture of soap, 
there is considerable concern for the fu- 
ture, 

The trade leaders hope to get the ears 
of their Congressmen in time to have the 
matter Come before Congress soon after 
it reconvenes in December. They know 
that the Bureau of Chemistry has the 
data to substantiate their claims, And 
they hope to get action before the first 
ot March. They will seek a Federal ap- 
propriation to be expended through the 
Jdureau of Chemistry in preventing trade 
abuses and in providing new uses ior 
turpentine, and they will also seek legis- 
lation which will prevent adulteration of 
turpentine and misgrading of rosin. 

They feel that Secretary Houston of the 
Department of Agriculture is in sym- 
pathy with this work, and that they wiil 
really be acting with his tacit approval. 

ine attitude of the Secretary is that 
the department does not want to take the 
stand of fathering any legislation, Secre- 
tary Houston has repeatedly shown that 
this is his unalterable posoition, Lle feels 
tnat legislation is the duty of Congress, 
and that if the people need it and ask it 
a determined way tor it they will get ihe 
legislation. He wili be glad to have his 
uepartment administer the laws that Con- 
gress may make at tne solicitation of the

IMMENSE FERTILIZER COM- 
PANY PLANT. 


Build New Sulphuric Acid Plant at 
Once. 


; Louisville, October 12, 1917. 

The Federal Chemical Company of 
Louisville, operators of the Globe’ Fer- 
tilizer Company, and a number of other 
fertilizer plants, including one at West 
Nashville, Tenn., Columbus, Ohio, phos- 
phate works at Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., and 
elsewhere, has outgrown its capacity of 
75,000 tons of mixed fertilizer annually, 
and has announced that it will spend 
about $300,000 on a new sulphuric acid 
plant, to be erected at Columbus, Ohio, 
adjoining its new mixing plant, started 
last Spring and recently completed at a 
cost of $200,000. 

The new plant will be built as soon 
as the architect completes the plans. The 
plant will be of frame and concrete con- 
struction, and the sulphur burning proc- 


ess will be used. The capacity will be 
about 100 tons of acid daily, and about 
$100,000 worth of lead will be used in 
construction of the acid condensing 
chambers. The West Nashville, Tenn., 
plant is equipped with sulphur burning 
machines and similar equipment will 
probably be used at Columbus. 

The output is vrimarily for the com- 
pany’s own use, Dut the needs of the 
company will not be more than about 
fifty per cent. of the capacity, half of 
the material being used at Columbus or 
the other mixing plants, while the bal- 
ance will be sold for commercial pur- 


poses or for making munitions,

As far as underlying conditions were 
concerned, no decided change took 
place in the paint market during the 
past week. The saime may be said of 
prices. The general trade continues 
along routine lines, and the rank and 
file of consumers seem satisfied to limit 
require-

ments. Nothing developed that could 
be called a feature, and the trade at 


large continues to follow a waiting at- 
buy 


titude. There is no tendency to 
ahead, and the opinion of many of 
the leading dealers was that, even if 


concessions were granted, buyers could 
not be interested sufficiently to stock 
uy for future needs. In all sections of 
the country this feeling of uncertainty 


seems to exist, and this particular 
line of Dusiness dues not see any spe- 
ciel activity ahead, The fall season 
of the year is generally the heaviest 
of all, at least in this line of trade, but 
this year, as before mentioned, paint- 
ing operations everywhere are being 


reduced as much as possible. The main 
factor of the trade was again the ac- 
tion of linseed oil. Continued declines 
were registered, and the week closed 
with prices at about the low point. It 
Wus understood that business was pos- 
sible in carlots as lew as $1.10 per gal- 
lon; of course, this being in the way 
of resale lots, while regular business 
could possibly be done down to $1.14 
per gallon either in carloads or five- 
barrel lots. As for futures, sellers 
were offering down to a dollar a gal- 


lon for delivery from January to 
March. There is no demand to speak 
of, and it is only natural that on a 


weakening market consumers should 
hold off. The Government crop report, 
telling conditions and the _ pros- 
pective yield to the first of, October, 
failed to bring any hope to the be- 
lievers of a large production. The 
condition was about equal to that of 
a inonth ago, while the yield is now 
for 11,335,000 bushels. On the other 
hand, soya bean oil is stronger than 
ever, and prices keep advancing right 
along. This is one of the strange 
factors of the situation. Of course, 
this is attributed to the scarcity and 
the inability of importers to force 
shipments through, in view of the 
freight conditions. Nothing new has 
developed in the position of lithopone. 
The new prices for the coming sea- 
son are to be named soon, and the 
general impression is that a higher 
level will prevail. This is based en- 
tirely on the advancing costs of raw 
materials and the gradual upward 
trend of preducing costs. Naturally, 
there is the prospect of a better trade 
demand after the first of the year as a 
result of the withdrawal of XX zinc 
oxide from the market for the use of 
the paint trade. Leaded zinc oxide will 
be used to a great extent in its place, 


of 


but the impression seems to be that 
it will not fill all needs, and that 
eventually buyers will be forced to 


turn to this commodity to meet their 
needs. For the little spot demand 
that prevailed during the past week 
asking prices ranged from 6c. to 6M4c. 
per pound, this depending upon the 
quality and quantity desired. Pig iead 
and the pigments are in an unsettled 
state. In regard to the former, the 
trade expects to see a lower range of 
values before long, basing this claim 
on the belief that the Government does 


not intend to pay the 8-cent level 
now prevailing in order to fill its re- 


quirements. The spot market is easier, 


and good concessions are understood 
to he available. Naturally, with any 
fair decline in the metal, lower levels 
also seem likely for the pigments. 
Zine oxide was unchanged. Trade in- 
terests reported that contracts have 
been placed for a considerable total of 
New French process zine oxide cover- 
ing this period of the year, at which 
prices average from lic. to 151¢c. per

PIG LEAD.—While prices did not 
change to any material extent during 
the past week, the feeling was gen- 
erally easy with the prospect of deal- 
ers naming further concessions before 
long.

Nominal quotations continue to rule

by manufacturers, but in the spot muar- 
ket there is not much interest dis- 
played. This is due mainly to the fact 
that the season is about over and that 
new prices will be named shortly. At 
the close asking prices on the spot 
averaged from 6 to 6%c. per pound, 
this depending entirely upon the qual- 
ity desired. The prospects are for 
higher prices this coming season, in 
view of the advances taking place in 
all raw materials and the gains also 
recorded in producing costs. 


DRY COLORS. 


Inquiry for all grades of colors con- 
tinues on a routine basis, and the vol- 
ume of trade during the past week 
was of small volume. Consumers con- 
tinue to buy as requirements make it 
necessary, ani there is from all ac- 
counts no tendency to stock up for fu- 
ture needs. In the first place, business 
conditions in all lines of trade is vy 
no means settled, and, in the second 
place, prices of many commodities 
coming under this list are unusuaiély 
high in comparison with other years. 
These factors have much to do with 
the general tendency on the part of 
buyers to trade in a conservative man- 
ner. Prices compared with a week ago 
display but little change. 

BLACKS, 

The position of this market during 
the past week was without important 
change either in regard to prices or 
underlying conditions. The spot sup- 
ply is moderate, and naturally the ten- 
dency of holders is to obtain full quo- 
tations on all sales. It was not thougnt 
possible to secure concessions of any 
account. On the other hand, the buy- 
ing power is limited, most consumers 
being apparently satisfied to purchase 
as requirements demand. They figure 
that there is nothing in the situation 
that would suggest any possible sharp 
upturn in the near future, and con- 
sequently there is no reason for carry- 
ing large stocks, particularly at this 
price level. Leading manufacturers 
continue to make deliveries on con- 
tract. At the close sellers were ask- 
ing 14 to 25c. per pound for lamp- 
black, depending upon the quality, and 
25 to 35c. per pound for carbon gas. 
Mineral blacks were held on the basis 
of $25 to $30 per ton. 

BLUES. 

All prices continued along steady 
lines in this trade during the week 
just closed. However, there was that 
Same uncertainty displayed that was 
noted in other commodities and the 
volume of trade was limited entirely 
to nearby needs. Reports from all sec- 
tions seem to agree that ‘business is 
unusually small and the great bulk of 
consumers appear to be waiting for de- 
velopments, Reactions in the market 
are of no account and it was believed 
that, even if fair concessions were of- 
fered, the demand would not improve 
to any material extent. At the close 
Prussian blues were quoted at 75c. to 
$1.50 per pound; of course, this de- 
pending entirely on the quality, Ital- 
ian blues were unchanged at 78@S85c. 
per pound and Milori blues remained 
on the basis of 78c. per pound. Ultra- 
marine blue is meeting with some 
moderate inquiry and sales are report- 
ed at from 17c. to 50c. per pound, the 


wide range being attributed to the 
quality asked. As a rule, foreign 


grades are scarce and prices are looked 
upon as more or less nominal. 
BROWNS. 

Nothing of interest developed in this 
market during the week just closed 
The trade is routine and the buying 
power is confined to immediate needs, 
or at best to nearby requirements. As 
to prices, the range quoted a week ago 
seemed to be maintained. Foreign 
grades are naturally in a fairly strong 
position, for the simple reason that 
the supply here is light and likely to 
remain so in view of the demoralized 
shipping situation. For Turkey umber,

Consumers are operating on a con- 
servative basis, ‘buying only as re- 
quirements demand, and from all ac- 
counts giving very little attention to 
future needs. The general undertone 
to the market was well maintained, 
however, and despite the limited op- 
erations holders were not disposed to 
offer important concessions. At the 
close sellers were asking $4.20 to $4.50 
per pound for carmine No. 40 bulk, 
while oxide red averaged from 4% to 
lic. per pound, according to the qual- 
ity. English vermilion was unchanged 
on the basis of $1.90 to $2 per pound. 
No further quotations are available for 
Chinese grades, purely a nominal basis 
now being the rule in view of the al- 
most depleted stocks and the inabil'ty 
to increase this supply as a result of 
the shipping situation. Tuscan red is 
selling in a smali way from 25 to 3@ec. 
per pound, but the demand is not out 
of the ordinary. 

YELLOWS. 

The market situation the past week 
was about unchanged from that re- 
ported a week The volume of 
trade continues on a routine basis and 
holders are maintaining values on a 
nominally steady basis. However, it 
was understood that in view of the 
limited inquiry some dealers were in- 
clined to offer concessions in the hopes 
of forcing some business out of the 
ordinary. For chrome, chemically pure, 
asking prices averaged from 24 to 30c. 
per pound. As a matter of fact, on 
this particular grade bus‘ness is not 
possible much below this level, partic- 
ularly when we consider the prices 
being paid for raw mater’als and the 
cost of manufacture. French ocher 
was unchanged at 33%, to 4%4c. per 
pound and the foreign golden at 5 to 
6c. per pound. The domestic was held 
firm from $24 to $30 per ton, 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


Throughout the list the general un- 
dertone was firm, and while the de- 
mand did not improve to any material 
extent it was not found possible to ob- 
tain important concessions. The com-

paratively small stocks on hand 
account mainly for the firm  posi- 
tion noted.

The 
foreign markets were strong, and Lon- 
don prices also advanced rather sharp- 
ly. Advices received from this center 
stated that there is a wide difference 
of opinion among dealers as to the 
probable course of the market.

floated, and for off color 22@24 per ton. 
Foreign grades are nominally held 
from $38 to $40 per ton, but of course 
there is little stock here, and the busi- 
nesS passing is mainly on private 
terms. Light receipts of this quality 
are looked for, particularly in view of 
the bad shipping situation, The do- 
mestic demand is fair, but by no 
means urgent, and consumers are buy- 
ing apparently only as requirements 
make it necessary, The high prices 
prevailing have much to do with this 
decreased inquiry. 

CHALK.—AIll prices continued on a 
nominal basis in this market. There is 
no supply of any account on the spot 
and the offerings which do appear 
from time to time are rapidly ab- 
sorbed. On the other hand the demand 
is good for all qualities, but the prices 
paid are on private terms. The gen- 
eral underlying conditions displayed 
no material change. Shipping is still 
the important item. Space is being 
given to other commodities and the 
great shortage of stocks is keenly felt 
in the market here. Supplies held at 
primary centers are understood to be 
accumulating as the exports fall off 
and the prospects here are for reduced 
receipts for some time. 

COBALT OXIDE.—Sellers continue 
to ask from $1.50 to $1.60 per pound for 
this commodity, the inside price repre- 
senting original barrel lots. The de- 
mand is good and the spot supplies 
light, Manufacturers all understood to 
be rather short of stocks for deliver- 
ies on contract, and this demand 
placed in the spot market has mate- 


rially strengthened the entire situ- 
ation. 

CHINA CLAY.—In view of the 
shortage and the high prices of the 


imported grades, the attention of con- 
sumers in this market is turning to 
the domestic qualities, of which the 
supply on hand is fair. Sellers at the 
close were asking $15 to $20 per ton 
for the domestic grades, while the im- 
ported goods were nominally on the 
basis of $17.50@36 per ton. The 
feature of this market is also the ship- 
ping situation, and the inability of im- 
porters to get shipments through to 
this port. Of course there is not like- 
ly to be any great shortage and the 
domestic product should enjoy a 
healthy demand from now on. 
CASEIN.—Prices were without mate- 
rial change in this market during the 
past week. Sellers continued to ask 
from 22 to 30c. per pound. The demand 
was not out of the ordinary, however, 
dnd from all accounts many of the 
large consumers have fair supplies on 
hand. Naturally, they are not inter- 
ested at this time. On the other hand, 
producers are not offering important 
concessions in order to force any active 


dealings. 
GLUES. 


Strong prices continue to feature 
this market. No changes of impor- 
tance developed during the week, but 
it was noted that holders were not 
disposed to offer concessions on any 
grades. The demand remains good for 
the better qualities, and the supply on 
the spot is reported small. Interests 
here do not look for any material in- 
crease in the near future, and manu- 
facturers continue to make deliveries 
on contract. Consequently the offer- 
ings from second hands coming on the 
market are limited and are generally 
rapidly absorbed. Sellers were asking 
at the close 38c. to 35c. per pound, with 
medium white at 30c. to 35c. per 
pound, of course these prices depend- 
ing entirely upon the quantity de- 
sired. Low grades averged from 25c. 
to 28c. per pound, and common bone 
from 20c. to 23c. per pound. For 
these poorer grades the tone is steady, 
although the demand is not particu- 
larly urgent. There is also a moderate 
supply on hand. Fish liquid, in bar- 
rels, 50 gallons each, was quoted from

are no offerings of any account being 
made, and the stock on hand is under-

VARNISH GUMS. 


Prices were strong in all positions 
throughout the week, but the general 
list was without material change from 
the previous market quotations. Stocks 
on the spot are small, and the ten- 
dency on the part of holders is to re- 
fuse concessions. Interests in the 
trade maintain that shipments direct 
from the Congo will be made soon, and 
thus the British embargo will be over- 
come. However, the demand keeps 
good, and undoubtedly all such stocks 
would be rapidly absorbed. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


The feature in this market was the 
announcement of an advance in dis- 
counts of from 10 to 12% per cent, 
effective for all grades on October 10 
However, this announcement was not 
unexpected, in view of the general 
strength of all materials going into the 
manufacture of this commodity and 
the other various high overhead 
charges. The wage question has not 
been settled, and the manufacturers 
are not in any hurry to start opera- 
tions. Latest reports stated that the 
workmen are demanding an advance 
of 40 per cent., with the indications 
that a settlement will be made on the 
basis of a general increase of 25 per 
cent. The long delay in the starting 
of fires means a much shorter season 
and, in turn, a reduced output. Con- 
sequently, prices to the actual con- 
sumer the coming season will be well 
above those prevailing the past year.

_ It is especially in the department of 
foreign oils. cf which the importations 
into the United States have increased 


so largely in the past few vears that the 
need of additional rules which will gov- 
ern this trade has been especiaily urgent. 
Hereafter transactions in these imported 
oiis, as well as imported tallows, ete., 
lave usually been based on the rules in 
force in Liverpooi and in London, and 
accordingly Liverpool or London arbitra- 
tion was specified. The absence of com- 
prehensive rules by an American com- 
mercial body has hampered this trade 
owing to the unfamiliarity of many of 
our buyers with ine foreign commercial 
usages. 

in order that the needs of importers, 
manutacturers and dealers, and others in- 
tereste:l in transactions in these oils and 
fats, whether members of this exchange 
or otherwise, may be properly taken ‘nto 
aczount in revisire the rules of this ex- 
change and in framing new ones, the 
committee requests all corporatiuns, firms 
and individuals interested in transactions 
in these oils to forward at once to Mr. 
L. B. Howe, secretary of the New York 
Produce Exchange, in writing, any suvg-

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., 11, 

A review of the high grade petroleum 

east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky Ten- 
nessee, for the week shows a 
number of finished wells, 
but in the new production there is a 
slight increase as well dry This 
is the season of the y the large gas 
operating companies rush drill so as to 
make an effort to get a supply of 
fuel for their patrons over many of the States 
that utilize the natural gas for heating and 
lighting purposes. Central Ohio is a vast gas 
field In itself, but the wells do not show the 
good staying qualities like the wells of Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia, and cannot supply 
sufficient gas to care for the patrons of the 
State. and a large portion of the supply is 
secured in West Virginia. In the older fields 
of Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania and Illinois at 
the present time there is nothing in sight that 
can in any way be construed as leading up to 
new pools. When a well is found in advance 
territcry and makes a good showing, fails to 
hold its production when tested out, indicating 
that the old fields have drawn their supply from 
vast areas of territory on all sides of the old 
producing wells. The shallow sand territory 
in all fields is being sought after in prefer- 
ence to deep sands on account of the scarcity 
of material to case the deep holes, and an- 
cther thing that is holding up the gigantic in- 
dustry is the scarcity of practical drillers, as 
called to the colors.

faults mentioned, and it will be a long time 
before they can be remedied to any extent. 
Regardless of the scarcity of everything per- 
taining to petroleum operations, the daily pro- 
duction of the country is gradually gaining 
some, but not much. 


Big Sale of Oil. 


For the past three years the Manufacturers’ 
l.ight and Heat Company, a large gas pro- 
ducing concern in West Virginia and Penncyl- 
vania, has held upon its petroleum production 
and stored it, refusing to sell until higher 
prices prevailed. This company has sold its 
oll at last. Its storage oil amounted to 216,000 
barrels of Pennsylvania grade crude at $3.50 
per barrel, the sale amounting to $760,000, Its 
faith in a higher market was justified, the 
price being almost double what it was two 
years ago. Some of the other concerns in the 
two fields are holding their oil for a still 
higher market, but a drop of a few cents on a@ 
barrel might cause them to sell, but condi- 
tions are such that a decline in price is hardly 
expected. 


Kentucky. 


The real excitement in the high-grade fields 
is confined almost exclusively to the develop- 
ment of Kentucky lands, where close to three 
hundred wells are now under way. These 
wells are scattered over close to forty counties 
in the State, and when many of the test wells 
are drilled in more will be known of the out- 
look for a large increase in production. The 
production is increasing more rapidly than any 
of the other high-grade flelds, and there is no 
let-up in the investments in territory and pro- 
duction. The work is so active that the people 
living even back in the mountain retreats, that 
have never seen a railroad, are wondering 
what it all means. They will learn what it 
means when they commence to draw nice fat 
wads of money for their royalty interests, and 
then they will not be compelled to live on corn 
bread, sorghum and wild hog meat. There is 
destined to be some Cool Oil Johnnies in both 
Kentucky and Tennessee, as some of the land 
vners in the Bstill and Powell county fields 





already have incomes from their royalties of 
from $500 to $5,000 a month, more money 
than they ever saw or heard of before. Oil 


from every known oil field in the country 
are becoming interested in Kentucky. Several 
years ago one could not be induced to drill in 
fentucky with worthless money, but the tide 
has changed and Kentucky is the real State 
east of the Mississippi, and Tennessee bids 
fair to be equally as good, but it will take 
e drill, time and money to hunt out the 
isher territory. 

There is unabated interest in the two South- 
ern States of Kentucky. Notwithstanding di- 
gression of activity from time to time into 
Northern Tennessee, and as represented by de- 
velopments-in such counties as La Rue, Cum- 






beriand, Russell, Allen, Barren, Warren and 
Lincoln counties, the eyes of the oil world 
continue to center upon the counties extending 
from Logan county to the extreme eastern 
section of Kentucky, and while it may be said 
that exploitation of the extension of the Irvine 
field through Wolfe and Magolfin counties has 
proven something of a disappointment, because 
of the narrowness of the productive area, 
new drillings and geological resarch make it 
appear, with the extension of the Irvine field, 
that the big productive areas of Kentucky are 





still to be discovered, and at the same time 
much actual progress by way of elimination 
and locating important geological structures 
has been made. 

It ig a known fact that there are five wel! 
known and fairly well-established lateral struc- 
tures passing through the portion of Kentucky 


cited. The northernmost of these appears to 
be responsible for the Menifee and Bath county 
oii and gas developments, The next and lying 
on an apnroximate eastern and western par- 
allel, extending through Campton, stillwater, 
Cannel City and eastward to a point near Oil 
Springs in Johnson county. T...s field is a 
remarkably good study for oil men, and those 
that are ‘amiliar with surface indications are 
playing alone on that scale. The talk that the 
Sign Board district in Lep county connects 
with the Irvine field is in doubt by the old line 
operators that have been looking over the vast 
area for a long period. The dry holes dried 
in west of Big and Little Sinking Creeks in 
Lee county indicates that the Sign Board field 
does not extend through to nor connect witb 
the Irvine field to the west. The number of 
dry holes, together with the comparatively few 
small wells lying north in the direction of the 
shortest distance from the Sign Board weus 
to the Irvine fleld extension, it would seem 
than that the Sign Board sands, if they are 
related at all to the Irvine pool, must either

The well on the Stevenson tract, which has 
been recently drilled to the Irvine sand, near 
Clemmons, in Breathitt county, on the South 
Fork of Quicksand Creek, and at the mouth 
ot Dumb Betty Branch, discloses a consider- 
able showing of oil and about forty feet of sand 
at a depth of 1,900 feet. This well was erro- 
neously reported as a 60-barrel well, but the 
facts have sufficient encouragement to justify 
further development work. Another well is 
now drilling on Smith’s Branch, not far re- 
moved from the Stevenson well. 

Eastern capitalists are in the Beaver Creek 
section north of Whitesburg, along the Letcher- 
Knott county border, making leases of avail- 
able gas and oil lands with the expectation of 
starting drilling work as soon as the necessary 
machinery can be placed on the ground, A 
number of test wells will be drilled in the 
vicinity of Jack’s Creek, Hall Fork and Mar- 
tin’s Creek, Other companies are also leasing 
lands along the left fork of Beaver Creek, ad- 
jacent to the Pike county line, and drilling 
will start within a few days. Long Fork of 
Shelby, Beefhide and Elkhorn creeks will also 
get several tests within the coming few weeks. 
Perry county will also be given a thorough test 
during the next couple of months, West Vir- 
ginia operators have hade leases of thousands 
of acres of what is believed to be oil lands. 
Adjoining Breathitt county, which has made 
some good showings in tests, and Wolfe as well 
as Morgan counties will also be in the midst 
of considerable activity. Practically every 
county in the eastern division of Kentucky 
‘will have test wells drilled by the close of the 
year. It is believed that the first of the year 
coming will show a number of additional] pools 
in the State and that the boom will extend 
into the headwaters of the Kentucky, the 
Cumberland and Big Sandy Rivers. 

During the past few weeks at least 10,000,000 
feet of natural gas has been uncovered a short 
distance from Campbellsville, in Taylor coun- 
ty. The Morrison Development Company has 
drilled in four gas wells there, running from 
250,000 as high as 5,000,000-foot wells, and 
three more wells are now under way. The gas 
is found in the Irvine sand about sixteen feet 
below the Devonian shale, which is a black 
shale. The gas will no doubt be piped to 
Campbellsville as well ag Lebanon. 

The ‘Texas Oil Company through J. A. Fried- 
man has secured leases on about 5,000 acres 
in and around the. Knobs, five miles east of 
Shelbyville, in Snelby county, and only a short 
distance to the southeast of Louisville,

7 Production Declined. 


New production in the coastal fields suffered 
a marked decline September, there being a 
total of 29,040 barrels for the entire division, 
most of which came from the Goose Creek 
field, which did not average up to its record 

\usust nor for that of several months past. 
The third week of the month was its banner 
week, producing over 11,000 barrels. None of 
the other fields had any great amount, 
Edgerly having 4,350 barrels from three wells, 
Humbie next with 415, Vinton, 395. Spindle- 
top at the close of the month had two good 
pumpers which gave it 280 barrels in all, 
slightly more than Sour Lake, which had 265. 
The two new fields, Damon Mound and New 
had one well of 200 barrels each, Sara- 
za ‘contributed SO barrels, and Jennings 
70. In wildcat territory several small pump- 
ers were completed with a total new production 
of 85 barrels. 

Early in September several of the supply 
houses received shipments of pipe of various 
sizes: this temporarily relieved the shortage 
and enabled many wildcat tests to resume 
operations after having been held up for lack 
of material for months. At the close of the 
month drilling operations showed a slowing up, 
due partly to the probable action of the gov- 
ernment in fixing the price of crude at the 
we Many operators preferring to wait un- 
til the matter is settled before doing any 
more work. Labor troubles have also figured 
in the situation. At one time a strike seemed 
imminent among the organized union labor. 
This situation showed marked improvement et 
the close of the month, some companies ad- 
vancing wages 20 per cent., although, so far, 
none of the companies have agreed to a 
straight eight-hour day. 


Line to Damon Mound. 


The Rio Bravo Oil Company completed its 
6-inch pipeline from Pfledger to Damon Mound, 
istance of 12 miles, on September 24. It 
be running oil by the Tth of October.

SUPPLIES OF CASTOR OIL FOR OWN USE 


Washington, Oct. 12, 1917. 

Action may be expected by the 
government officials in charge of war 
measures, providing for an adequate 
supply of castor oil, with which to lubri- 
cate the rotary engines of a great flock 
of airships, with which the United States 
is expected to defeat Germany. Decisive 
action on this important phase of war 
work has been delayed by conflicting re- 
ports, but are taken almost daily 
by some officials or some offece of the 
government service towards determining 
definitely just what the United States 
will want and how it is to be provided. 

The office of the Signal Corps, in charge 
of the operation of the air fleet, has com- 
puted the amount of castor oil that wiil 
be needed to keep the aeroplanes going. 
The Council of National Defense in con- 
sidering these figures has been able to 
confront them with data assembled by 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the U. 8 
lepartment of Agriculture, showing the 
available supply and the normal demands 
of the United States,

Shipping Board has been called

No sign of a let-up in the 
heavy demand is apparent, and it is 
predicted in some quarters that further 
advances in price may be expected. 

PARA-AMIDOPHENOL.—There

Some officials point out that it inevit- 
ably happens that at a time when even 
through extreme scarcitv or abnormally 
high prices some one particular article 
seems to be approaching a famine stage, 
it somehow happens that an economic 
balance is brought about by some other 


article proving capable of adaptation to 
some of the uses to which the article go 
much needed had formerly been put. Tnus 
it is pointed out that while castor oil has 
some very distinctive and peculiar char- 
acteristics, in some cases other fatty oils, 
Which do not possess the special proper- 
tics which make castor oil desirable for 
military purposes, will be used to substi- 
tute in the ordinary uses of castor oil for 
medicinal purposes But this is rela- 
tively a small matter, and does not enter 
s.rious!y into the present situation, 
While there is at the present time an 
abnormally good market tor castor beans, 
there is a certainty that there will soon 
be a far better market. That this is 
coming to be rather widely recognized is 
shown by the fact that whereas hereto- 
fore practically all of the castor oil used 
in this country came over in the bean 
from India, the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter’s tables of imports for August 
shews that there were 2,500 bushels re- 
ceived from Mexico, 10,000 from Haiti, 
250 from Brazil, 90 from Colombia, ana 
185 from Venezuela. This shows the

of the spot material prices for para- 
plLenylenediamine have advanced rath- 
er sharply to $4.50 per pound flat. 

RESORCIN.—Technical resorcin is 
offered at $7@8 per pound, which is an 
advance of $1 over the figures ruling a 
week ago. The increase may be attri- 
buted to a growing scarcity of the ma- 
terial and a better demand. 

TOIT.UIDINE.—The previous’ small 
demand for toluidine mixture has not 
increased-and buyers are still showing 
the most interest in the para and ortho 
qualities. For the mixture prices are 
S0@5e. per pound, which is unchanged 
from the previous range. 

TOLIDIN.—Steady business, which 
is not large, serves to keep the price of 
tolidin at the unchanged figure of $3 
per pound on the spot. 

TOLUOL.—One of the most interest- 
ing and at the same time complex sit- 
uations existing in the coal tar dye 
industry at present is that which now 
practically controls the market for 
toluol. While quotations given are 
$1.99@2 per gallon for the pure mate- 
rial on the spot, the figures are wholly 
nominal, as there is practically no spot 
material to be had. No figures are ob- 
tainable for future business. ‘This lat- 
ter condition is due to the fact that the 
sovernment is taking about all the 
toluol being manufactured for the 
making of trinitrotoluol and manufac- 
turers are at a loss to name any set 
figures for contracts for future deiiv- 
ery. They are generally refusing fu- 
tures and are anxiously awaiting fir- 
ther developments before attempting 
to quote on next year’s business. 

XYLOL.—There is no large demand 
foy xylol apparent and the movement 
from makers to consumers is com- 
paratively small, while stocks on hand 
are plentiful. Ruling quotations for 
the commercial variety are 35@650c. per 
gallon, depending upon the grade de- 
sired. For the pure material the prices 
range from 50c. to 60c. per gallon, the 
grade desired likewise controling the 
quotation. These figures are un- 
changed from those which have pre- 
vailed for a number of weeks.

the market as a whole shows a gener- 
ally firm tone, with prices maintained 
at previous levels and showing in 
many cases possibilities of touching 
higher marks in the near future. 
There are, to be sure, some instances 
where quietness and a lack of active 
demand prevails. Where such is the 
case it has been so for a number of 
weeks past, and there seems to be lit- 
tle possibility of betterment in activ- 
ity or prices for some time. Contrasts 
to this situation are presented in the 
conditions regarding albumen, divi- 
divi and starch. 

Albumen is experiencing a heavy de- 
mand, with but scant stocks available 
to meet the situation. This is particu- 
larly true of the supply of the esg 
quality, which, while scarce enough, 
has been further reduced in quantity 
by the recent rejection by the gov- 
ernment of several good-sized ship- 
ments, which were held by the Gov- 
ernment to have been below the re- 
quired standard of quality. Prices fo1 
the commodity have, therefore, takek 
a slight advance. With regard to the 
blood albumen, it may be stated that 
there is practically none to be had a° 
all, and holders of what little there is 
on hand are refusing to quote prices, 
which are unusually high. A some- 
what similar situation exists in the 
market for starches, which are also in 
scant supply, while being at the same 
time in good demand. This increased 
demand has been augmented by the 
entry into the market of confectioners 
who are anxious to obtain their. fall 
and winter supplies. It is the belief 
of many that the present high levels 
for starches will not be materially re- 
duced much before January 1 next. 

Antimony salts are passing from 
seller to buyer almost entirely through 
private dealing, and much of this busi- 
ness is in the nature of filling regular 
customers’ urgent needs of meeting 
old contracts. Such also may be said 
of the transactions in myrabolanes 
and acetate of soda, both of which are 
firmly held at unchanged quotations. 
Prussiate of potash presents a satis- 
factory position in so far as inquiries 
are concerned, but the difficulties in 
getting sufficient ocean transportation 
are still being felt, and good expori 
orders are held in abeyance pending 
some improvement in ‘that condition. 

Extracts present an unaltered posi- 
tion as to general conditions and 
prices. Logwood is quiet and very lit- 
tle business is being transacted. Sev- 
eral shipments of this material are en 
route, but their arrival is not expected 
to have much effect on the market. 
The bichromates show a good foreign 
demand, and steadiness prevails, with 
quotations unaltered from a week ago. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The contin- 
uing scantiness of supplies of acetate 
of soda on the spot is the feature of 
this market, and while there does not 
appear to be any prospect of immedi- 
ate increase in the stocks, prices re- 
main unchanged, but firm at 11%@12c. 
per pound, with no concessions al- 
lowed. There is an active demand, 
but only urgent needs are being filled. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Private deal- 
ings and the filling of old contracts 
constitute almost entirely the business 
being done in this market, while quo- 
tations are nominal. Spot stocks are 
exceedingly small, and most holders 
are refusing to quote prices on 47 per 
cent., 65 per cent or 75 per cent. As 
to future business, few, if any, con- 
tracts are being accepted at this time. 
high production costs and increasing 
prices of raw materials tending to 
cause manufacturers to hesitate on 
making quotations. 

BICHROMATES.—There is a good 
foreign demand, as well as a good do- 
mestic business in the markets for 
bichromate of potash and bichromate 
of soda. The business has not, how- 
ever, been of such proportions as to 
cause an advance in quotations, which 
are unchanged at 25@26c. per pound 
for the soda quality and 45@46c. for 
the potash, Supplies appear to be ad- 
equate to meet the demand. 

COCHINEAL.—Conditions and prices 
for cochineal have shown no altera- 
tion during the week, and the supplies 
on the spot are hardly sufficient to 
meet a fairly active demand. Prices 
for the silver cochineal are 52@60c. per 
pound, with rosy black at 65@69c. and 
gray black at 62@63c. per pound, 

DIVI-DIVI.—On a renewed good de- 
mand prices for divi-divi have taken 
a further upward turn, and while there 
has not been a large increase in sup- 
plies on the spot there are sufficient 
stocks available for prompt shipment 
to render improbable the _ further 
tightening of this market. Prices are 
firm at $68@70 per ton. As has been

The tone continues 
steady, with prices maintained un- 
changed at 17%@19c. per pound fer 
the solid logwood, 12@16c. per pound 
for the 51-degree liquor, and 19@1éc.

MY RABOLANES,—Searcity of myra-

The erratic price movements of 
caustic soda continue to be the chief 
point of interest in the New York 
chemical market. With the opening 
of the week just passed caustic soda 
recovered sharply from a downward 
tendency only to lose the gains soon 
after when reports that the govern- 
ment had removed the embargo on 
the commodity had been found to be 
groundless. But toward the end of 
the week a second partial recovery 
was made on the stimulus given by a 
broadened demand, Soda ash reflected 
to a slight extent the up and down 
movements of the caustic material. 
In the market for caustic potash there 
was little of interest, conditions and 
prices being generolly unchanged. On 
the other hand there was a further 
easing of prices for chlorate of potosh 
which has been sharply affected by 


the government’s export embargo. 
Blue vitriol shows further strength 
and prices for the 99 gd cent. have 


had a slight advance on good export 
demand, and the fact that the require- 
ments of domestic consumers have 
been fully cared for. Arsenic has lost 
some of the firmness of the previous 
week under a heavier accumulation of 
stocks, but prices have not declined. 
Spot aqua ammonia is bec oming scarcer 
and makers are refusing to quote on 
future business. While the market 
for saltpeter is quiet, prices are main- 


tained at the previous levels. There 
is a good demand for salt cake with 
supplies about normal. No better- 


ment has occurred in the situation in 
bleaching powder, but some dealers an- 
ticipate a stiffening in prices with the 
approach of winter. Alum on the 
spot is not plentiful and quotations 
are firmly held. ‘Sulphuric acid, as 
well as nitric acid, is practically un- 
obtainable on the spot and prices have 
advanced. Other acids are likewise 
in a strong position on an active de- 
mand. Principal items of the market 
are more comprehensively given in 
the tollowing, which includes a sum- 
mary of the markets at London and 
Liverpool :— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LEAD. — Brown 
broken acetate of lead is unchonyed in 
price at 15%¢c. per pound, in barrels, 
while white broken is held at 16%%c. 
per pound, which is also an _ un- 
altered figure. There has been noth- 
ing in this market during the week 
*chich would tend to lift it out of the 
cullness which has existed for the last 
few weeks. Prices quoted are largely 
nominal. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—On a con- 
tinued large demand both from domestic 
and foreign consumers, the market for 
acetate of lime has developed a strong 
tone, though prices have not advanced, 
remaining at the previous level of 
$6@6.05 per hundred pounds. A fur- 
ther factor in the development of the 
present position .of this commodity is 
a slight falling off in production which 
occurred during the week. 

ALUM.—Prices for this commodity 
continue to be firmly held at the un- 
changed figures of 414@5c. per pound 
for the ammonia alum, 4%@5%c. per 
pound for the ground and 5@5%c. for 
powdered. Demand is good and spot 
stocks have not been increased suffi- 
ciently to overcome the = situation 
caused by a none too plentiful supply. 

AQUA AMMONITA.—Manufacturers 
of aqua ammonia are refusing to quote 
on future business and the supply of 
spot stocks is rapidly becoming more 
scarce, with the result that the market 
is in a very firm position. Prices are 
10@12¢c, per pound, in carboys. The re- 
duction of spot stocks is mainly due 
to the requisition by the government 
of large quantities of the commodity. 

ARSENIC.—Some of the firmness de- 
veloped a week ago by the market 
for arsenic was lost during the past 
week under a heavier accumulation of 
stocks, but prices were held at the 
previous level of 16@18c. per pound for 
the white moterial. Sales are not so 
large, but there were a number of good 
inquiries reported for futures which are 
held at 16c. per pound in some direc- 
tions. Quotations for the red arsenic 
are unchanged at 65@70c. per pound, 
with business in this material rather 
small. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—More active 
demand has developed in the situation 
in barium chloride, but prices have not 
been altered, being firmly held at the 
previous level of $80@90 per ton on the 
spot. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Nothing 
of note ‘has occurred in the dealings 
in bicarbonate of soda during the 
week, conditions and quotations re- 
maining unaltered. The tone is firm, 
with spot prices well established at 
$2.50@2.75 per pound in barrels, de-

BLEACHING POWDER.—With no 
matcrial reduction in the large spot 
stocks which have been on hand for 
several months, the market for bleach- 
ing powder does not show a change 
from tthe previous week. The un- 
altered prices are 14@2c. per pound in 
domestic drums and 24%@8c. per pound 
for export drums. Some dealers an- 
ticipate a stiffening in the market 
within the coming week on the ap- 
proach of cold weather. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Export demand for 
blue vitriol is large and has given the 
market a strong tone. Prices have ad- 
vanced, as it was expected they would, 
and quotations now are 94@9'%c. per 
pound for the 99 per cent. test, while 
the 90@92 per cent. is unchanged at 
8%c. per pound. The requirements of 
domestic consumers appear to have 
been filled probably up to January 1. 
There is a normal demand for crystals. 
Transportation difficulties continue to 
be a large factor in this market. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—With the mar- 
ket practically bare of spot stocks of 
caustic potash most holders are refus- 
ing to sell under the unchanged prices 
of 84@85c. per pound for the 88@92 per 
cent. test, though a small quantity may 
be picked up somewhere in New York 
for 8214%4c. per pound. Prices for the 70 
@75 per cent. range from 62c. to 65c. 
per pound for prompt shipment. 

CAUSTIC \‘SODA.—Uncertainty and 
hesitation appear to contro] the situa- 
tion in caustic soda, which has had an 
erratic price movement during the 
week. Good recovery was made after 
the slump a week ago, reports that the 
government was going to remove the 
embargo on caustic soda causing the 
market to develop some buoyancy. This 
report failed of confirmation, and the 
market took a decided slump, but ona 
broadening demand prices once more 
firmed up and the market showed signs 
of increasing strength toward the close, 
with quotations ruling at 8%4@8ec. per 
pound for the 76@78 per cent. grade and 
8@8%4c. per pound for the 60 per cent. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—The eas- 
ing tendency in this market continues 
to grow, and business is practically at : 
standstill because of the government 
embargo on chlorate of potash. Prices 
have dropped to 50c. per pound for the 
crystal and 50c. per pound for powdered, 
as against 55@58c, per pound for each a 
week ago. No new domestic business is 
in sight. 

CHLORIDE OF AMMONIA. — Fair 
demand exists for chloride of ammonia, 
but the market could not be called ac- 
tive. Consumption and spot supplies 
are equal and quotations are steady at 
164%@17'%c. per pound for the spot ma- 
terial. 

CHLORINE GAS (LIQUID).—With a 
good demand for chlorine gas (liquid) 
the market for that commodity rules 
steady, with quotations unchanged at 
14@15c. per pound for spot stocks. 

SALT CAKE.—Good demang for salt 
cake is giving a steady tone to this mar- 
ket, and manufacturers are offering the 
commodity in bulk at $27 per ton on the 
spot. Supplies are normal. 

SALTPETER.—The quietness which 
has been prevalent in this market for 
several weeks past continues, and quo- 
tations are unaltered at 28c. per pound 
for the granulated saltpeter and 28%éc. 
per pound for the powdered material. 
Saltpeter crystals are in fair demand at 
the unchanged price of 32@83c. per 
pound, depending upon the size crystals 
desired. 

SODA ASH.—Demand for soda ash 
shows an increase, and prices have de- 
veloped a firmer tendency after a brief 
period of softness. Quotations for spot 
are $3.40@3.5 per hundred pounds, in 
bags, for the light 58 per cent. material 
and 4144c, per pound for the qense 58 per 
cent, 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Spas- 
modic business transactions rule this 
market, with the general situation as to 
prices and conditions unchanged from 
that which has prevailed for a number 
of weeks. What business is being done 
is purely in the nature of filling the 
wants of regular consumers. Prices 
are unchanged at 2@2'%c. per pound 
for the low grade, and 3%@4c. for the 
high grade, or iron free on the spot. 

SULPHATE OF ZINC.—On a broader 
demand the market for sulphate of 
zine has developed a steady tone, and 
prices for spot are 5%@6c. per pound 
for large quantities. 

SULPHIDE @F SODA.—Spot stocks 
of sulphide of soda are scarce, and the 
demand for this commodity more than 
equals the supply in a very active mar- 
ket. Prices for prompt shipment are 4@

There has 
been no change likewise in the figures 
for 28 per cent. or 58 per cent. acetic, 
which are 6%@7%c. and 11@11%e. per 
pound, respetively. 

AQUA FORTIS.—Inquiries are ‘be- 
coming more numerous for aqua fortis 


and the market may be said to be 
fairly active on the prospect of con- 
siderable new _ business. Quotations 


are higher as a result and are 84%@9c. 
per pound for the 40 degree in car- 
boys on the spot and 9c. per pound for 
the 42-degree grade. 

BATTERY.—Spot supplies of bat- 
tery acid are becoming more scarce, 
While at the same time the previous 
g00d demand continues. Prices are 
firmly established at 2@2\%c. per 
pound for the 66-edgree sulphuric, 
with a tendency toward higher levels 
in evidence. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—The taking by the 
government of large supplies of cre- 
Sylic acid has served to decrease the 
spot stocks of this acid to a point 
where the scantiness of stocks on hhand 
is being felt with the result that there 
has been an advance in quotations.

rade factors in the fertilizer market 

the past week did not display any par- 
ticular change. The volume of. busi- 
ness continues along routine lines, and 
consumers ure buying only as require- 
ments make it necessary. The tend- 
ency apparently is to hold off as long 
as possible on the hopes that some re- 
action might take place at which fair- 
sized trades would undoubtedly be 
closed. However, opinion as to the fu- 
ture course of the market is divided. 
Some interests, these including also 
many of the big handlers, are inclined 
to view present prices as very near the 
top, but, on the other hand, there are 
any number who maintain that prices 
must go higher the coming season in 
order to permit manufacturers to ob- 
tain a fair profit.In fact, ot a meet- 
ing of the Soil Improvement Committee 
of the Fertilizer Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, recently held in this city, it 
Was the unanimous opinion that for all 
grades of fertilizers this coming season 
higher price levels will be the rule. 

This was based on the constantly ad- 
vancing prices of raw materials, and 
also the continued upward swing of 
producing costs. In the meanwhile, 
the consumer is apparently satisfied to 
wait. It is figured that nothing is to 
be gained by rushing in and stocking 
up for future needs, particularly at the 
quotations now ruling, and if materi- 
ally higher prices are named far new 
goods, the policy now in vogue of buy- 
ing trom hand-to-mouth will be con- 
tinued. 

The position of nitrate of soda is at- 
tracting much attention at the moment. 
The market is irregular, and some 
moderate reselling has forced conces- 
sions. It was understood that business 
could be done down to $4.65 per 100 
pounds on the spot, but what little 
first hands have for sale above that 
held for delivery on contract, the rul- 
ing price asked was $5 per 100 pounds, 
this being very near the recently estab- 
lished high levels. The situation at the 
primary center was unchanged, so far 
as the estimates as to production go. 
All reports agree that this is large, but 
it is of no advantage to importers here, 
for the transportation problem ‘has not 
been solved. Probably the most inter- 
esting item coming through was the 
announcement that the Chilean Gov- 
ernment has purchased the German 
stocks of nitrate in Chile, this amount- 
ing to about 200,000 tons, valued at 
£1,500,000, and is to be paid for in gold 
from Chile’s conversion funds deposited 
in Germany. It was also announced 
that the American Government has in 
turn purchased this same stock from 
Chile, and that the transaction was 
conducted with the knowledge of the 
British Government. Sulphate of am- 
monia continued in fair demand. 
Prices were well maintained, and it 
was found impossible to obtain such 
concessions as prevailed a few weeks 
ago. Much of the demand was under- 
stood to be for foreign use, and from 
$7.15 to $7.25 per 100 pounds was paid. 
Business would undoubtedly be of 
much larger volume where it possible 
to obtain export licenses freely, par- 
ticularly in regard to shipments to 
Northern European ports. One of the 
strongest items on the list was fish 
scrap. The catch of menhaden in 
Southern waters is well below normal, 
and the prospects are that the season 
will soon end. Stocks are low, and 
consumers seeking supplies are forced 
to pay high prices. Sellers were asking 
all the way from $6.50 to $6.65 and 10 
per uni* of ammonia for fish scrap, 
dried, 11 per cent. ammonia and 14 per 
cent. bone phosphate, f. o. b, delivered 
Baltimore. The position of blood and 
tankage was unchanged from a week 
ago. Generally strong prices prevailed, 
but the trade inquiry was not out of 
the ordinary. Western advices also 
failed to mention any notable increase 
in business covering the past week. 
Potashes are purely nominal, and the 
little trade that is possible from time 
to time in one or two commodities is 
done on private terms.

The manufacturers, look- 
ing over their records, have every reason to 
feel satisfied with the volume of goods called 
for, and it is probably also to be said that 
their operations have proved profitable, even 
though some features of the trade cannot be 
viewed with gratification. One of these feat- 
ures that might be changed for the better is 
the price of animal ammoniates which has 
been maintained at such levels that the makers 
of umixtures found it impossible perhaps to 
break even, and had to rely upon other mate- 
rials for margins of gain. In other words, 
the makers of mixtures were unable to get 
back for the ammoniates put into goods as 
much money as the ammoniates cost them, 
and it was a case of making up on the rest 
of the mixtures in order to realize a margin 
of gain. The producers of ammoniates so con- 
trolled the situation that they could manage 
to keep the price just a little above the actual 
returns to the manufacturers of mixtures, who 
were confronted by the problem of effecting 
such readjustments as to recoup themselves 
on the rest of the materials 

FISH SCRAP.—The last week has brought ne 
improvement in the menhaden situation, All 
the indications point to an early winter, the 
weather having grown so cold here that fires 
have had to be lighted almost a month earlier 
than last fall. This has not been conducive 
to large catches of menhaden, and the boats 
at work down the bay experienced poor re- 
turns. Nor is the prospect of catching up at 
all promising Should the climatic conditions 
remain as they are the yield of fish may be 
expected to continue light In all probability 
the fishing is fairly well over for most of the 
fleet, which consists in the main of small 
boats that cannot work to advantage outside 
the bay and must therefore bring their operas 
tions to a close before long as it is. The ad- 
ditions to the quantity of scrap available, 
therefore, are certain to be small, while there 
is a limit to the prices which the fish fac- 
tories can hope to realize, Not all of them are 
in the position of the concern whose customers 
informed it that he had to have scrap because 
the users of ammoniates demanded scrap in 
their mixtures and would have no other, 
gardless of what the price of scrap might be. 
In many instances the returns on scrap are 
limited by the cost of other ammoniates, which 
are already some 15 or 20 cents per unit 
under scrap, and the latter is therefore not to 
be advanced except at a serious narrowing of 
the market.
